At the bi-monthly meeting of 
Woman’s Board Of Managers of 
Homceopatblc Hoepltil of Essex county, 
133 Littleton avenue, Newark, held on 
Saturday, May 19, it the Newark Public 
Library, the secretary made the follow¬ 
ing annual report: 

In presenting the second annual re* 
port of tbs Woman’s Board of Managers 
of the Homos spathic Hospital of Essex 
county, ws can say that the past year 
has been one of much useful work, and 
comas to an sod, full of promise for the 
future. During the year there have 
bees held four regular board meetlogs, 
aod the exeeotive committee has met 
eleven times, once In special session. 

Ia October the board decided It would 
be mere advantageous *« hold the 
meetings bl-mootbly Instead of every 
throe mestbs as was done tbs first year. 
Io this way all. tb* members of tbs 

board would be kept In eloee touch with 
the w*rk doss by the executive and 
special’committees, and these commit¬ 
tees con Id more often obtain advloe and 
help la their work. 

The board has undertaken the support 
of n free bod at the hospital, and ws 
hope we may'some time be able to 
extend this work. In order to raise 
money for this purpose as well as to 
contribute toward the geaeral support 
of tbs hospital, It was decided to try to 
raise all the funds possible by Individual 
effort loetead of by boldlog a fair, as lu 
the previous year. Although this at. 
tempt was uot as successful as It was 
hoped It would be, a goodly sum wae 
collected by the treasurer. 

The largest amount of active work 
baa fallen oo the bed aod IlneD aod the 
bouse vlsltlog committees, and these 
committees under the leadership of 
most efficient chairmen have carried on 
their wbrk very successfully. 

The bed and linen committee has been 
organised the longest time, and through 
this committee the board has sent to the 
hospital blankets, wrappers and slippere, 
and many dosens of sheets, pillow-case*, 
towels, napkins, etc. This committee 
has been much hamper d Id Its work by 
the absence of adequate closet room, 
and; It Is hoped that, as the hospital 
grows, there may be proper provision 
made for storing the supplies. 

. Under the auspices of the bouse visit 
og committee a ‘donation day’* was 
held! at the hospital last November, and 
many friends testified to their interest In 
the work. This committee has made 
regular visits to the hospital, and has 
reported to the board many accessories 

which were needed. Through the chair- 
man the board bae supplied the hospital 
with proper cooking utensils, silver, and 
many other necessary furnishings. This 
committee has conferred with the trus¬ 
tee* In regard to giving assletanoe In the 
management of tbe hospital, and bopee 
that through the next year It/may be 
of Bjuah assistance lo^thls very important 
branch of tke work. Christmas was 
spent happily by the patients and nurses, 
snd donations wars received from many 
friends.^ 

The board would like and hopes to be 
abltf to oo-operate more fully with tbe 
auxiliary guild, feeling that In the con* 
eentratlon of energies and In tbe addlDg 
of their older experience to the younger 
enthusiasm very mnob oould be aooom 
pllebed. ■ 

Tie other oommitteea have carried on 
their work, and as tbe hospital grows 
will hkve mors to report. 

There have been a number of resigns 
Mobs from the organisation which we 
regret, but many new names have been 
added to but membership list. Friends 
have been moat kind to remembering our 
hospital With generous fixations,. and 
we hope f aod trust that, as the work 


Garbage Collection. 

"A systematic collection of ashes and 
garbage, a problem tbsjt has been a 
source 4f gre»t annoyance and the cause 
of Urge expense to the people of Moot- 
olalr,” says the Times of that town, 
“ is now in process of solution. 
And It Is to be hoped that not many days 
will be allowed to pass before a satis¬ 
factory plan Is io oporstioo. At tbs 
meeting of tbe Town Council on Moodgy 
evening, on Mr. Crawford’s motion, tbs 
Committee oo Bonds and Sewer* war* 
authorised to enter Into n oontract for 
the collection of ashes and garbage at n 
pries of 910,000 par year, from Juno 1 to 
Jawuary 1,1907. Tbs sum 1 of fT.OOO will 
be taken from this year’s tax levy to 
pay for the work to January 1. Hereto¬ 
fore householders had to pay private 
collectors (or the gathering of the waste 
material, which wan generally dons in 
an unsatisfactory and oftentimes unsan¬ 
itary manner. But In future all coat 
will be borne by tbs town, 

“ The collection of the ashes and 
garbage will be under the supervtclon of 
the Committee 00 Bonds aod Sewers, of 
wbioh Councilman Henry V. Crawford Is 
•faalrman. The Board of Health will 
not have any part in It, aeln other years. 
Collection will be made dally In summer 
from the JBloomfleld avenue district, 
which Includes the stores and tbe Moun¬ 
tainside Hospital, and three times each 
week In the winter. From tbe resi¬ 
dences throughout the town the collec¬ 
tor will call three times per week In tbe 
tnonthd of June, July, August and Sep¬ 
tember, and the other eight months two 
times each week. Ashes will be taken 
away twice a week from October to 
Mareb, and once a week the remainder 
of the year. 

’■All collections will be made from re- 
oeptaclea In the rear of tbe houses. «No 
garbage or aab cans will be allowed on 
tbe streets. Those people who want the 
ashman to carry their ashes from tbs 
oellar can have that service by paying 
tweoty-flve oents per month In the sum¬ 
mer season aod fifty oeota during the 
eight months of the winter. All gar¬ 
bage must be placed In receptacles at 
the rear of the houses. 

“A contract for the gathering of tbe 
waste material has been awarded to F. 
W. Qlbbe, tbe lowest bidder, who will 
bvve at bis command four or five carte 
and two double wagons. Tbe ashes wlH 
be used for filling purposes and the gar¬ 
bage will be hurled. 

“ Bids were asked from several con¬ 
tractors without tbe formality of ad* 
verttslng, on aooouut of the lack of time 
before tbe hot season. There wae a 
great difference In the sums Basked by 
tbe contractors. While tbe prloe at 
which tbe contract was awarded Is not 
stated, three other bids were received 
by tbe committee for 312,000, $16,000 
and $28,200 respectively.’’
